com tust Not Be Thin-Skinned. 
The majority or prevailing opinioh is 


not the test of whether such opinion or 
inference be permissible. The prevail- 
ing’ or majority opinion is often the 
wrong one, and for that reason the law 
gives full latitude to the expression of 
any and all opinions on things of gen- 
eral concern. It does not matter that 
the opinions or inferences expressed are 
not the most charitable or reasonable 
ones, of that they afte the wrong ones, 
provided they be based on thé facts, 
and the facts are capable of them. 


Safeguard of Free Govern : 
“This is the rule of latitude. re ge 


cussion and criticism of the conduct of 
everyone who holds a public office, or 
writes a book, or does any act by which 
he invites public attention and criti- 
cism. (McDonald vs. Sun Printing and 
Pub. Assn., 45 Mise., Rep. 441.) : 

“The people sare not obliged tu 
speak of the conduct of their officials 
in whispers or in bated breath in a 
free government, but only in a des- 
potism. On the contrary they have 
a right to speak out in open discus- 
sion and criticism thereof, the only 
test being that they make no false 
statement. And this is the great safe- 
guard of free govermment and of 
pure government. 

“This is fundamental among us. The 
defendant made no false statement, and 
had the right to question the intent of 
the plaintiff from his concededly un- 
lawful act, and the ease with which 
\t could be made the means of spoilat- 
ing the public funds. The plaintiff's 
act was susceptible of an inference of 
wrong intent.’’ 

In the case of the United States vs. 
Smith, 137 Fed. 240, a case in which the 
defendants were sued for an alleged 
libel in charging fraud in the purchase 
by certain parties representing the 
United States Government, of the rights 
of a French company in the Panama 
Canal property, the court, in the course 
of the opinion, said: .

That is the common experience of all 
who have had public office. This in- 
cident of official position was aptly ex- 
pressed by the.noted English jut, 
Cockburn, C. J., as follows: 

‘“"Those who fill: a public position must 
not be too thin-skinned in reference to 
comments made upon them. It would 
ofteh happen that observations would 
be made upon public men Which they 
knew from the bottom of their hearts 
was undeserved and unjust; yet they 
must bear with them, and submit to be 
misunderstood for a time, because all 
knew that the criticism of the press 
was the best security for the proper dis- 
charge of public duties.” Newell on 
slander and libel (24 Ed.) p. 577. 

Whether the plaintiff, in failing to 
enforce the law against the Salmon 
Bank, was or was not actuated by the 
motives imputed in the article com-~- 
plained of, we are satisfied that such 
an inference and comment was fully 
warranted by the facts and circum- 
stances in evidence, and as the facts 
upon which the comment was made 
were true, the publication was not 
defamatory under the law of libel, 
but was privileged as & eriticism 
and comment upon a matter of pub- 
lic interest. 

In the conclusion arrived at we have 
not overlooked the principle of law that 
comment and criticism, to be privileged, 
must be fair and honest, and not mali- 
cious, and that whether it is fair and 
honest is a question for the jury. While 
that is the law, the burden is on the 
plaintiff to prove that a comment is un- 
fair and dishonest, and if there is no 
evidence on which a rational verdict 
could be found on the basis that the 
comment'is malicious, as we hold in this 
case, the case should not be submitted 
to the jury. 

‘Our conclusion, after a thorough con- 
sideration of this case, is that the Court 
erred in failing to give an instrtction in 
the nature of a demurrer to the evi- 
dence. Having taken that view of the 
case, it is unnecessary to review the 
many other errors complained of in ap- 
pellant’s brief. 

“For the foregoing reasons the judg- 
ment is reversed.

If any of my children fhink ex- 
cessive such gifts of mine out- 
side of my family, I ask them to 
remember not only the merit of 
the cause to which I have given 
and the corresponding useful- 
ness of the gifts, but also the 
dominating ideals of my life. 
They should never forget the dan- 
gers which unfortunately attend 
the inheritance of large fortunes, 
even though the money come 
from the painstaking affections 
of a father. I beg them to re- 
member that such danger lies not 
only in the obvious temptations 
to enervating luxury, but in the 
inducement which a _ fortune 
coming from another carries as 
to the recipient to withdraw from 
the wholesome duty of vigorous, 
serious, useful work. In -my 
opinion a life not largely ‘dedi- 
cated to-such work cannot be 
happy and honorable, and to such 
work it is my earnest hope and 
will be to my death, that my 
children shall, so far as their 
strength permits, be steadfastly 
devoted.” 

In addition to these public or quasi- 
public bequests, there are, of course, 
rrovisions for the members of the im- 
mediate family. Mr. Pulitzer’s widow 
receives the use of the tegtator’s resi- 
dence in East Seventy-third street dur- 
ing her life, and with remainder over 
at her death to his son Ralph, and with 
remainder over at Ralph's death to 
Ralph’s brother Joseph. The testator’s 
summer residence at Bar Harbor, Me., 
is also left to the widow for life, with 
remainder to the childern and their is- 
sue. The income ofa fund of. $2,500,000 
is to be paid to the widow during her 
life and after her death the fund is to 
be distributed among the issue then liv- 
ing. An income of a fund of \$1,500,000 
is left: to his two daughters for life, 
with remainder to their i&sue, if any, 
if not to their brothers or their issue. 
A sum of $250,000 is bequeathed outright 
to Elinor C. Wickham of St. Louis, now 
Mrs. Joseph Pulitzer Jr. 

The residuary estate is left in trust for 
the benefit of his grandchildren.

of the codicil.’ The codicil was taken up 
to your father for execution by one of 
my junior partners and was executed 
by your father on iis yacht just prior 
to sailing for Europe. My best. recol- 
lection is that your fatner instructed me 
to insert your mame as one of the ex- 
ecutors who were also to be trustees 
under the will and codicils. I certainly 
have no recollection of any instruction 
to the contrary or to change the pro- 
visions of the original will in this re- 
spect.

must serve two and one-half years in 
the penitentiary for being a party to a 
false registration before the municipal 
election of 1908, according to a news 
telegram to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday 
afternoon, under a decision handed 
down by the Supreme Court at Jeffer- 
son City. 

The charge against Branch is based 
on his persuading Percy Everson, an- 
other negro, to register Feb. 158, 1909, 
under the name of “Brown Smith,’’ at 
the Sixth Precinct of the Third Ward. 
The evidence showed that Everson had 
so registered there, that he did it on 
Branch's advice, and that he did not 
live in the ward. 

Branch was convicted later of induc- 
ing Everson to register, under his own 
name, at another polling place in the 
same precinct—there frequently being 
more than one polling place in a pre- 
cinct during registrations, to facilitate 
the work. For this he was sentenced 
to four years in the penitentiary, and 
he appealed on thet also. The dispatch 
does not indicate that the court at 
Jefferson City has passed on the second

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Enrico Caruso 
is his former vocal self again. The most 
distinguished of operatic tenors, whose 
throat trouble prevented him singing 
here last February, made his frst reap- 
pearance at the Metropolitan Opera 
House when the twenty-sixth season 
was begun with Verdi’s ‘‘Aida’’ last 
night. 

There need be no further anxiéty con- 


cerning the quality, the flexibility or the 
power of Caruso’s voice. In so far as it 
is possible to demonstrate in a single 
effort, the singer showed last evening 
that he is practically the vocal marvel 
of other years, still pre-eminent.in the 
possession of an instrument the like of 
which this generation will probably nev- 
er hear again. All the public asks tow 
of Caruso is to keep in his present ap- 
parently good condition. 

Caruso’s singing proved itself with 
the rising of the curtain. The main 
floor seats held the bulk of its smart- 
ly garbed humanity, and even a few 
tox-holders had foregone the luxury of 
leisurely arrival to be on hand for the 
“Celeste Aida” sung by Radamés 10 
minutes after the opera begins. As Ca- 
ruso began the air, one of the beét- 
known and best-liked in all opera, peo- 
ple sat or stood with rigid attention.

that he makes it plain at the outset 


Ythat Georgia Connor cares very much 


more for Mason Stevens, her business- 
office associate, than she does for Jim 
Connor, her husband. 

This at once places her life-problem 
on a foundation of the sheerest selfish- 
ness, most largely accounting for her 
unwillingness to assist in the sorely 
needed task of. saving Jim Connor 
from utter ruin as a drunkard, and 
makes the dominant note of her voicing 
at the play’s close a note of self-inter- 
est triumphant, and nothing more. 

One feels that Georgia Connor is say- 
ing to herself, joyously, “Well, thanks 
be to fate, at last I’ve got rid of the 
man whom I didn’t love, even though 
I married him of my own free will, 
and now I can marry the man whom 
I do love!’ 

And, as a mater of course, this sort 


lof thing makes no demand whatever for 


our liking of the woman in the case. 

It fg this fact which, to my thinking, 
accounts for the indifference of last 
night’s Garrick audience toward young 
Mr. Patterson’s new play. 

At any rate, indifference and lack of 
sympathetic interest prevailed. Gertrude 
Biliott, although unable to obliterate 
her own personality and realize that of 
Georgia Connor, made a valiant, even 


if vain, effort to sound anew the note, 


of agonized feminine emotionalism 
which has so long been potent to in- 
sure the success of playhouse offerings. 

Always, however, she encountered that 
stubborn obstacle of ‘Georgia Connor’s 
preference for Mason Stevens. 

The audience seemed to feel at every 
moment of the play’s progress that the 
only “problem” at issue was that of 
whether Georgia ultimately would in- 
voke the law of the land to gratify her 
love for the man whom she hadn’t mar- 
ried at the expense of the man whom 
she had. 

It's amazing that Playwright Patter- 
son couldn’t see the deadly blight which 
he placed on his play in this vital essen- 
tial of the real motive controlling his 
heroine’s action. 

Owing to the fact that Miss Elliott is 
arrones : by an English company, and 
that she herself is now typically En- 
glish in speech and manner, the play 
lacked the-Chicago atmosphere proper to 
its announced environment. As played 
last night the story told in ‘‘Rebellion”’ 
might have taken place in a cheap Lon- 
don neighborhood, or in any one of the 


larger English cities, but never in this |- 


country. It seemed to be alien to its 
surroundings, despite the cleverest ef- 
forts of its genuinely cleyer London 
players. 

Of these players, Mr. George Farren’s 
portrayal of the role of Jim Connor was 
the biggest bit of character-drawing 


jsubmitted during the evening, possessing 


much of the grim weakness, or weak 
grimness, whichever one prefers, at- 
taching to the character of a man who 
is helpless in the clutch of. the drink 
habit.

NOT INCLINED TO TESTIFY 


Persons Willing to Aid State in 
Alleged Poison Case Said to 
. Have Disappeared. 


By Associated Prees. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—With the grand 
jury in session today, there was spec- 
ulation as to whether State's Attor- 
ney Wayman would be prepared to 
present evidence to its members in 
the case of Mrs. Louise Vermilya, 


held in the county jail accused of the 
murder of Arthur Bissonette. Capt. 
Patrick Harding, it is known, has ac- 
cumulated a large amount of evidence, 
but there was a question as to wheth- 
er it would be presented to the grand 
jury before the inquest is held on 
Friday. 

Identity of persons associated with 
the defense of Mrs. Louise Vermilya, 
charged with poisoning Policeman Bis- 
sonette, who are suspected of interfer- 
ing with State witnesses, is being sought 
today by Capt. Harding. Arrests will 
be made, according to the officials, as 
soon as responsibility can be fixed. 

Several witnesses wno heretofore have 
given the police assurance that they 
were willing to testify for the prosecu- 
tion, it is asserted, have suddenly de- 
veloped a disinclination to testify. Some 
of these, it is said, have left the city. 
The police say a railroad man's wife, 
who was considered an important wit- 
ness, was about to be sent to New 
York. 

Disappoints Prosecution. 

Dr. Ralph Vermilya of St. Paul, 
Minn., it is said, has not answered let- 
ters from the authorities in quest of in- 
formation, and now they are consider- 
ing means of compelling his attendance 
at the .Arthur Bissonette inquest next 
Friday. Dr. Vermilya, it has been the 
understanding of the police, was a bit- 
ter enemy of his stepmother. 

Mrs. Alice Anderson of Plymouth, 
Ind., 
has digappointed the prosecution. 

Richard T. Smith, one of the alleged 
poison victims, formerly lived at the 
home of Mrs. Anderson in Madison ave- 
nue. She is alleged to have quarreled 
with Mrs. Vermilya over the division 
of money set aside by uw trainmen’s or- 
ganization insuring his life, for paying 
his debts. 

Police Seek a Woman. 

Mrs. Anderson is said to have told the 
police she could give valuable informa- 
tion concerning the life and death ‘of 
Smith. She-came to Chicago ostensibly 
for that purpose. She had an appoint 
ment to go with two detectives to the 
State’s Attorney’s office to make a depo- 
sition. She failed to keep the appoint- 
ment. Capt. Harding immediately or- 
dered his men to find her and see who 
was interfering. 

Other witnesses, who declare thay saw 
the alleged poison ‘“‘pepper box’’Sin use 
in ‘the Vermilya ‘home, have made the 
fact known to Capt. Harding. On-ac- 
eount of ‘the fear of-interference with 
them, he is holding their names secrét. 

Police Seeking a Key. 

The police are anxious to gain pos- 
session of a key to a safety deposit box, 
in the Drexel State Bank, which was 
held by Mrs. Vermilya’s son, the late 
Frank Brinkamp. It is admitted by 
the police that they are not certain that 
the. box contains anything which might 
be valuable as evidence, but they are 
so anxious to find the key that they 
x might be broken open 
today if it not found. Mrs. Ver- 
milya’s condition has improved to such 
an extent that it was said she might be 
able jee attend the itiquest.  .

LABOR TRUST IN 
LUNCHEON SPEECH 


Declares Workingmen Are Try- 
ing to Destroy the Judicial 
Power of the Country. 


Combinations of labor may be just 
as dangerous as cofnbinations of capital, 
in the opinion of James A. Emery, 
Washington. representative for the Na- 
tional Assciation of Manufacturers, 
which lunched Tuesday at the: Planters. 
Emery expressed the view in a talk 
he made, after the luncheon on the 
“Public Aims and Purposes of the As- 
sociation.”’ . 

“The general public trend,’’ he said, 
“is not to pay’ so. much attention to 
combinations of labor as of: capital. 
The laborer contends that he is selling 
only his personal energy, while we are 
selling material things, and that a com-~- 
bination among industrial plants is 
much more serious than among unions. 
I believe in ‘equal rights to others and 
believe that others should realize our 
rights. 

The meeting was called on account of 
present industrial conditions, and in- 
cluded in the addresses and discussions 
the questions of what can be done for 
the betterment of trade conditions and 
the betterment of the relations between 
the manufacturers and their employes. 
Labor questions also were taken up and 
the legislation, both netional and state, 
that has been recently enacted in: the 
interests of manufacturers. The pro-

Is Handsome Bachelor. 


Snead is about 50 years old, and_ his. 


wife is 3%. They have two children. 
Boyce is a handsome bachelor, afew 
years younger than Mrs. Snead. The 
husband recently learned that the two 
were greatly interested in each other. 
Finally she had been committed to the 
sanitarium. There she found herself 
under the closest espionage. She was 
permitted ‘to take carriage drives in 
charge of a nurse.

N.. Y.:Public’Service Commission 
Holds Western Union May 
Not Discriminate Against 


Postal. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—The Public 
Service Commission of New York State 
decided today a fight between the Postal 
Telegraph Co. and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. that has been. going on 
for a year and a half. 

The decision is in favor of the Postal 
Telegraph Co. The commission decides 
that the Western Union has been prac- 
ticing discrimination against the Postal, 
and has-ordered that it be stopped. 

It appears that where the Postal com- 
pany has a message destined to a point 
not reached by the Postal lines, the 
Postal company has ¢arried it as far as 
it could, and. then turned it over to the 
Western Union for final transmission 
and delivery. The Western Union has 
insisted that from three,-to five words 
be added to the: message, and that the 
Postal company puy for the transmis-' 
sion of those additional words. 

The Public Service Commission now 
Gecides that this-its-an dilegal charge, 
and o -the Western Union to dis- 
continue it. The decree says: 

“Clearly. a public service. corporation

President Taft was a learned, able and honest 
judge. His message on the recall of judges was 
a convincing defense of the independent judiciary 
as an essential factor in stable republican gov- 
ernment. It is one of the distinguishing and in- 
valuable features of our Federal system which has 
been a bulwark of right and has powerfully aided 
ip the preservation of our institutions and in the 
progress of democracy. Mr. Taft’s view ‘has been 
supported by men of the highest ability and stand- 
ing as statesmen, jurists, scholars, historians, pub- 
‘licists. But Mr. Gompers lightly disposes of al) 
this weight of enlightened opinion as “drivel.”

CONFIRMATION FOR McCULLAGH. 

Otho von Gottberg, ex-officer of the Prussian 
| Army and correspondent in Tripoli of the Berlin 
| Lokal Anzeiger, confirms generally and specifical- 
ly the report of atrocities against the Arabs first 
cabled by Francis McCullagh, correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch and New York World. Von Gottberg 
also returned his passes to Gen. Caneva and left 
Tripoli rather than remain silent as to what he 
had seen. 

Only the truth as to what has happened in 
Tripoli is of importance. Nothing else is wanted. 
Von Gottberg writes that he is neither philanthro- 
pist nor professional humanitarian. “When hu- 
manitarianism and militarism conflict,” he says, 
“I am in favor of militarism.” 

No one can read his statement without conclud- 
ing that there was a violation of the ordinary 
rules of war or that the horrors were real enough 
to drive away a correspondent hardened to scenes 
of blood and suffering. The quesiion, or such 
question as there is, is not one of the accuracy 
of McCullagh’s reports. Denial of their ‘truth 
finds no authentication from reports of eye wit- 
nesses. The defense is that the Italians were 
justified in their repressive measures. Gen. Ca- 
neva declares they were. Von Gottberg says: “If 
a proper military court, acting under military law, 
decided that thousands of noncombatants should 
be shot, I should be the last man in the world 
to quarrel with such a decision.”

A few days ago somebody said that compulsory 
education was harmful! Why, of course, in one 
line exclusively it certainly would be a strain, 
just like the average workingman is compelled 
to do. Anybody with common sense knows that 
versatile schooling for young or old is the best 
medicine to strengthen mind and memory, but it 
is the monotony of one-sidedness that kills and 
is still killing the intellect of our long-hour 
worker, male and female, TEACHER. 

How Water Meters Work. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Before the last word has been spoken on the 
water meter question; I desire to express my 
views ‘from the standpoint of one who pays by 
meter rate an average of $140 annually. My 
Place is an apartment building which contains 12 
suites, a total of 48 rooms, having 12 baths and a 
corresponding number of toilets. Wnder the flat 
rate water license for 6 dwellings, including hose 
tax, there would be a total of $114, or $19 a 
building levied, the buildings or flats presumably 
containing eight rooms and two baths and same 
number of toilets, 

As a matter of self-protection against. exces- 
sive water bills I am compelled to pay on an 
average of about $50 a year to a plumber for 
repairs. This item “of expense from a business 
standpoint is just as it should be, provided I am 
not charged on an unfair basis for water as com- 
pared with other consumers, 

On the other hand, the dwelling or flat owner 
hag to pay little if any attention to plumbing, as 
he usually waits for a notice from the water in- 
spector, which comes seldom or not more than 
twice a year. 

The method used_by the Water Department 
in assessing and computing water bills and meter 
rates seems defective, inasmuch as a premium: is 
paid for using a larger quantity. For instance, 
on May 3, 1909, I am charged $68 for 60,500 cubic 
feet at 11% cents, and Nov. 6, 1909, $73 for 49,000 
cubic feet at 15 cents, both for six-month periods. 
In other words, it would have paid me $5 to have 
opened the faucets before the November reading 
and wasted about 8000 gallons of water. On 
Nov. 7, 1910, I am charged $65 for 68,000 cubic 
feet at 11% cents for six months, while for the 
same period ending Nov. 6, 1911, for 43,000 cubic 
feet at 15 cents, I am charged $64.50, or only 50 
cents less, for saving 15,000 cubic feet, or 105,000 
gallons, the saving being one-quarter of the total, 
and yet my credit is only 50 cents. 

Such a system of computation is unjust, as no 
credit is given the consumer for economy of 
water which results from facilities being kept in 
good order. J. D.
